Law on Speeding 
Understood to Be 
The Same as in 1935 


There seems to be a widespread 


fmpretslon that the last atate legis- 
lature, In amending the motor ve- 
hicle law, inserted a new provision 
irblch makes it Illegal to operate a 
ijnotor vehicle on the public highway 
ait a speed of 40 miles an hour or 
Inore. 


Inquiry at the county clerk's office 


•this morning disclosed that copies of 
the new law had not yet been re- 
tcslved, but that H was understood 
•that the provision In regard to per- 
iiultted speed was the same as in the 
•1935 law. Section 66 of the 1935 
flaw made the following provisions 
.under the head of "Speed Per- 
'ttltted": 


(a). Every person operating a mo- 


.Aor vehicle upon a public highway 
•hall drive such vehicle In a careful 
and prduent manner and at a rate 
of speed so UK not to endanger the 
property of another or the life or 
limb of. any person. 


(b). A rate of speed, by a motor 


vehicle other than a motor truck, In 
excess of 40 miles an hour for a dis- 
tance of one-fourth ot a mile, shall 
be presumptive evidence of driving 
j*t a rate of speed which is not care- 
•Jul and prudent. 


Section 58 of the 1935 law, which 


refers to reckless driving, define* 
(reckless driving to mean "driving or 
[using any motor vehicle or motor- 
j«ycle or any appliance or accessory 
ithereof In a manner which unreason- 
ably Interferes with the free and 
'proper use of the public highway, or 
•unreasonably endangers users of the 
public highways. Reckless driving is 
prohibited."

AsC.I.O. Withdraw 8 
From Federation 


Washington, Sept. 
5 </P)—The 


long-threatened split In th« Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor became an 
actuality today amid hints that sus- 
pended, unions numbering about one- 
third of lt» 3,500,000 members would 
form a rival federation. 


Ten union*, found guilty of "Insur- 


rection" defied the Federation execu- 
tive council'* order to leave the com- 
mittee for industrial organization, 
and thu* were subject to a suspension 
order. 


There wa* tome doubt as to wheth- 


er this order technically became ef- 
fective at midnight la*t night or mid- 
night tonight. There was no doubt, 
however, that the ten unions Intend- 
ed to defy It. 


John L. Lewis, president of the 


United Mine Workers and chairman 
of the Committee For Industrial Or- 
ganization, made hi* position clear 
yesterday afternoon. 
A* far a* he 


wa* concerned, he said, the order wan 
effective at 3:38 p. m.—the minute 
he spoke. 


"We are going to continue what 


we have been doing, namely, promot- 
ing organization In these unorgan- 
ized industries," be said. 


Lewis referred to the Bteel Indus- 


try specifically and other mas* pro- 
duction Industries generally. 


He and leaders of the nine other 


suspended unions think 
the only 


way the worker* In mas* production 
Industries 
can 
be organized 
Is 


through Industrial unions—to bring 
all the workers In each Industry Into 
one union, regardless of craft. 


Long Attempt* Made 


For many years they tried to get 


the A. F. of L. to adopt thi* policy. 
But the A. F. of L. held to the policy 
of enrolling workers, with certain ex- 
ceptions, into craft unions, the ma- 
chinist* into the machinists' union, 
etc. 


Last fall, Lewi* and his Industrial 


Union associates formed the Com- 
mlttee For Industrial Organisation to 
promote Industrial Union campaigns 
In the steel, auto, rubber, textile and 
other industries. 


The federation's executive council 


summoned the Lewis faction to stand 
trial for' "Insurrection." 


The Lewis faction defied the sum- 


mon*. They said the council had no 
authority to try them. 
The trial 


went on, however, and the Lewis un- 
ion* were found guilty. 


Today's suspension does not neces- 


sarily mean expulsion. 
But labor 


men generally agreed It wa* tanta- 
mount to expulsion. 
Craft 
union 


leader* propose to aik the federa- 
tion's convention in November to ex- 
pell the Lewi* faction. 
Suspension 


will keep the Lewis unions from vot- 
ing. 
The craft unionist* thu* can 


more readily mutter the two-thirds 
vote necessary for expulsion. 


Indefinite on Rival 


Lewi* said the committee had not 


decided whether to set up a federa- 
tion rival to the A. F. of L., but— 


"It a group of cltlsen* are driven 


out of a city and the gate* are locked. 
It I* logical to aaiume that they will 
band together to protect themselves 
from the beasts of the forest." 


Speaking only for his own union. 


Lewi* said that he saw no reason to 
continue paying dues to the federa- 
tion. 
The federation assesses each 


member union one cent a month for 
each member. 


The miner*, he said, were about 


three month* behind In their due* of 
14.000 a month.

York gangster, in a burned barn two 
miles from where the body was 
found today. 


The constable and deputy notified 


state police, who began questioning 
employes and guests at the hotel. 
They were asked whether they had 
heard shooting or knew whether the 
dead man had brought a passenger 
to the hotel during the night. 


The victim had been shot twice 


over the heart, from the left side, 
once back of the left ear, once in 
the left cheek, and once in the right 
side. 


Sergeant Mangan said it appeared 


that the wounds on the left aide had 
been inftfcted 
by a gunman who 


opened the door of the car while the 
victim sat !n the driver's seat. 


The wound In the right sid'e in- 


dicated that he might also have been 
shot by an assailant who sat with 
him In the car. Mangan said. His 
wallet contained no money, the of- 
fleer reported. 


Mangan is a member of the state 


police Bureau of Criminal Investiga- 
tion, known as "Scotland Yard," and 
under his direction several 
finger- 


prints were taken from the car. 


The scene of the shooting is near 


the training camp used in the past 
by Jim Braddock, world heavyweight 
champion.

Use of Driveway It 
Basis of Action in 
SupremeCourtHere 


An action brought by th« Farm- 


er* National Bank of Hudson against 
Jacob Fink, Hudson undertaker, wai 
argued in Supreme Court Friday. 
The bank seelu to compel the defen- 
dant to open up a driveway along 
his property to permit tenants o( 
the bank residing on property la 
the rear of the Kink property to j>fss 
out to the atreet. 
The application 


was for a temporary 
injunction 


pending trial of'the matter. 


The property in question it On 


Green itreet, Hudson, and the bank 
is the owner of land* in the rear of 
the fink property. 
The drive in 


question has been in u*e for some 
time but of late has been obstructed 
by Fink who it is claimed haa set 
posts in the driveway and also 
parked a car in the drive to prevent 
entrance or egress. The bank claims 
that it should be permitted to ute 
the drive and Fink contends that by 
opening the drive to the rear lots 
his business would He interfered 
with. 


Plaintiff contends that it has a 


right to uae the drive a* a right of 
way to the itreet and Fink deniei it. 
He claim* that when he bought his 
property he entered Into an agree- 
ment with the adjoining owner that 
they were to contribute a four foot 
strip each from their property for 
the common- use of a drive for the 
two properties. Later the owner of 
the property sold the lot adjoining 
Fink and a new owner acquired it 
and also lots at the rear. The plain- 
tiff alleges that the drive is for use 
of all of the property at the rear. 
Fink argues that the agreeemnt only 
went to the owners of his lot and 
the one adjoining lot and that there 
is a proper" entrance to the rear 
lots by other means where a drive- 
way could be constructed. 


After argument for a time the 


matter appeared settled when the 
parties agreed to allow the matter 
to rest until the final determination 
of the matter and permit use of the 
drive temporarily. 


Justice Schirlck took a flve min- 


ute . recess and during that tlmt 
counsel apparently agreed to dis- 
agree over what the court had per- 
mitted to be done. When the court 
resumed Fink's attorney said he 
understood the drive was to-be used 
until such time as the bank had 
opened other mean's of entrance. 
This counsel for the bank said had 
not been the understanding. 
This 


would amount to an abandonment of 
the cause of action against Fink and 
would compel the bank to construct 
a driveway on Its own property to 
the detriment of the land while the 
bank believed It had the right to use 
the Fink driveway. The agreement 
apparently 
was 
off 
and 
counsel 


agreed to argue .the matter next 
week before Justice Schtrick and 
until then the drive will be nsed. 
The bank holds to Its contention 
that It has a legal right to use the 
Fink driveway.

Expert Makes AT- 


• rangtneat* for Attempt. 


Brussels.—Ernest Demuyter, the 


Belgian balloonist and four times" 
winner of the Gordon Bennett cup, 
is planning to make the first trans- 
atlantic balloon flight. 


With Engineer E. Charlier, who 


accompanied him on a recent 
flight, Demuyter has been study- 
ing the possibilities of the venture. 
Considerable preliminary work will 
be necessary, he states, before th* 
attempt can be made. He thinks 
Lakehurst, Jf. 3., the best place 
for the start. 


"I need a balloon with a capaci- 


ty of about 24,000 cubic feet," he 
said. "Given that, I am prepared 
to -prove the Atlantic' can be 
crossed in one. 


"The object, should the scheme 


materialize, will be to demonstrate 
the possibility of extensive trips 
by free balloon in a given direction 
and the regularity of atmospheric 
currents. 


"The flight would add .consider- 


ably to our present knowledge of 
the atmosphere, and be beneficial 
to air travel in general. 


"I would select Lakehurst for the 


takeoff because of the flne scientific 
equipment to be found there, and 
the people I know there would as- 
sist me."
